has been evident in recent 
years, the convention did not 
allow itself to be stampeded 
into questionable action that it 
would regret later. It came 
close to the precipice at times, 
but then sanity and reason 

prevailed. 

No one quarreled with the 
appointment. of a special stu- 
dy committee that will bring 
a statement of faith and mes- 
sage to next year’s convention 
in Kansas City. Some of the 
greatest theologians that Sou- 
thern Baptists have produced 
servéd on the 1925 committee 
that framed a similar state- 
ment and it does not seem 
likely thdt any radical changes 
will be made in this statement. 
It has served Southern Bap- 
tists well for 37 years. If there 
are those who expect a creed 
to come out of this committee, 
we hope they will be disap- 
pointed. 

In another action, the con- 
vention unanimously reaffirm- 
ed its faith in the entire Bible 
as the authoriative, authentic, 
infallible word of God. Things 
would have to be in a sorry 
place among Baptists for such 
a statement not to pass. On 
the second part of the motion 
by Dr. K. Owen White, there 
was opposition but the follow- 
ing statement was approved 
by a 2-1 margin: 

“We express our abiding 
and unchanging objection to 
the dissemination of theologi- 
cal views in any of our ‘semi- 
naries which would undermine 
such faith in the historical ac- 
curacy and doctrinal integrity 
of the Bible, and we courteous- 
ly request the trustees and 
the administrative officers as 
shall be necessary to remedy 
at once those situations where 
such views now threaten our 
historic position.”’ 

What is “Our 
Historic Position’? 

Most, if not all, seminaries 
already have committees and 
study groups at work in these 
artas so this does not repre- 
sent a radical departure from 
what is already being done. 
Some people are asking for a 


definition of ‘‘our historic posi- | 


tion,” but no one seems to 
want to‘tackle that one, least 
of all the convention which 
turned down such a sugges- 
tion. 

It was Dr. Ralph Elliott’s 
book, The Messages of Gene- 
sis, that largely precipitated 
the discussion and subsequent 
action a San Francisco. We 
are of the opinion that this dis- 
cussion reached its peak at 
San Francisco and will sub- 
side in the coming year. Not 
many people’ have read the 
book anyhow, it was revealed 
at San Francisco. Of 25 Péople 
questioned, only two had read 
it. The book has sold only 
3,600 copies, a surprisingly 
small number for a denomina- 
tion with 10 million members. 

What the convention refused 
to do — ban Dr. Elliott's book 
— Was perhaps its most im- 
portant action. _ Determined 
forces were at work to ‘epri-
